6. Mechanical vehicles which is loaded in excess of permissible load 
specified for its category under the Rules, shall be liable to pay fee at such 
rates which is applicable for the next higher category of the vehicles and 
shall not be entitled to make use of the highway section unless the excess 
load has been removed from such mechanical vehicle. 

7. Definitions of category of mechanical vehicles, its permissible road, , 
category of exempted vehicles, service road, alternative road etc. shall be as 
per definition specified in the Rules.
